WASHINGTON, July 16.—Final 
plans for the reorganization of the 
National Guard on the sixteen-di- 
Vision basis with divisional areas 
following the same limits as did 
those from whch guard  dvisions 
were organized for service against 
Germany, were approved today by 
Secretary Baker. 

Maj-Gen. Jesse Mei Carter, 
chief of the bureau of military af- 
fairs, immediately sent notifications 
to the various adjutant-generals of 
the units allotted to their States 
and of the readiness of the Federal 
government to extend recognition 
after the required inspection has 
been made. 

The organization table announced 
today provides for forty-seven regi- 
ments and eighteen battalions of 
infantry; six regiments, seventee.

A maximum expansion to abou’ 
440,000 men or 890 per Senator and 
Congressman, is provided for, but 
the units for the time being aro 
to be organized on the basis of 
sixty-five men per company of in- 
fantry, as appropriations for the 
National Guard for the fiscal vear 
1920 permit only the organization 
of the guard on the basis of 200 
men for each Senator and Repre- 
sentative, giving an aggregate 
strength of about 106,009. 

State allotments show New York 
because of its preponderance in pop- 
ulatian, will have the biggest part 
in the re-organized guard, six full 
regiments of field troops and twelve 
companies of coast artillery hav- 
ing been assigned to that State. 

Pennsylvania is authorized to 
maintain four full regiments in ad 
dition to auxiliary troops, while 
Illinois is given three complete 
regiments and Massachusetts two. 

WESTERN ASSIGNMENTS. 


The assignment to Texas of six 
full regiments of cavalry besides 
four other regiments and auxiliaries. 
was considered significant. 

Among the State assignments are 
the following: 

Arizona—One squadron cavalry; 
one battalion field artillery. 

California—Eight companies, coast 
artillery, one regiment infantry; 
one battalion field artillery, one 
battalion engineers, one signal corps 
company (radio) one field ‘hospital 
company, one ambulance company, 
two troops cavalry. 

Nevada—One squadron cavalry. 

Under Secretary Baker's order that 
all emergency and temporary army 
officers must be discharged before 
September 30, the commissioned per- 
sonnel of the army air service will 
be reduced to 234 officers, said an 
official statement today by the air 
service. As many of these officers 
must be detailed to administrative 
duties, there will not be enough left 
to completely man one squadron of 
airplanes, it was said. 


The army medical department is 
about to begin an extensive cam- 
paign for recruits for service in the 
general hospitals. Authority has 
been given to enlist men for one 
year who have rot had previous 
military experience. Young men in 
towns adjacent to ermy hospitals will 
be appealed to enlist in order that 
the medical corps may be fully 
equipped to carry on its work of 
restoring the wounded. 


Popular belief that the American 
soldier is higher paid than that of 
any other country is erroneous, ac- 
cording to an official table issued 
teday by the general staff. This 
shows the three British dominions—- 
Australia, New Zes land and Canada 
—allow materially higher pay for 
each grade than does the United 
States. For tance in the Aus- 
tralian army a corporal earns $72.90 
per month, as compared to $36 in 
the American army. The other ex- 
treme igs shown in the cases of 
France, Japan and Italy. where the 
private receives $1 59, $0.78 and $0.58 
per month respecitvely, against the 
$30 paid the American doughboy. 


The railroads of the United States 
hauled 4,276,949 troops on special 
and regular trains for an average 
of 660 miles each in the first six 
months of 1918, Director-General 
Hines reported today. In addition, 
probably two miilion officers and 
men made railway trips while on 
furlough and another million were 
transported from ‘camps to their 
homes after discharge, making 
total of 7,250,000 military passengers 
accommodated, in addition to the 
usual civilian travel. The military 
traffic in six months required nine 
million train miles and as much of 
the equipment had to be sent empty 
in one direction, this figure should 
be doubled to express the aggregate 
transportation demand by the mili- 
tary forces. This extraordinarv 
demand explains,“ the Railroad Ad- 
ministration’s statement says, “why 
it has not been able to meet all 
of the requests for excursion trains 
and why in some cases the cars 
on regular passenger trains have 
been crowded.” 


Exhibiting specimens taken from

question of liquor drinking. 

Warning was given by the con- 
servativés that if the radical ele- 


ment went too far and added other 
severe restrictions they would be 
certain to invite defeat in the Senate 
and possibly find all of their work 
thrown out by a veto. The need of 
wise counsel was pointed out by the 
conservative prohibitionists in view 
of the published announcement 
that Representative Morgan, Repub- 
lican, of Oklahoma, and a member 
of the Judiciary Committee, had 
given notice that he would endeavor 
to make it a violation of law for a 
man to keep a jug of liquor in his 
own home for his own use. 

Word was spr ad during the day 
that other prohibitionists were pre- 
paring to write into the bill a pre- 
vision stricken out by the commit- 
tee which would prohibit a man's 
using any liquor he might hap- 
pen to have around the house. Un-

drink of Whisky to a friend at his 
own fireside without running the risk 
of arrest. 

MANY CONFERENCES, 


There were ‘many informal con- 
ferences at Which some of the more 
sweeping provisions of the bill, as 
pointed out by Representative Pou, 
Democrat, & North Carolina, and a 
pioneer prohibitionist, were called up 
like a barroom ghost, to keep the 
radicals from going teo far. The 
farmer's wife, who makes a quart 
of biackberry wine at home for use 
in her own family, Mr. Pou said, 
could be prosecuted and sent to jail. 
The farmer's home where a little 
cider is made for the family would 
be a nuisanee under the law, ac- 
cording to Mr. Pou, who declared 
that Russia in the days of the Czar’s 
highest powers, never made a law 
that was so far-reaching. 

Members from soma of the south- 
ern States were questioned by east- 
ern and western representatives as 
to the volume of liquor turned out 
by mountain distifieries and known 
as moonshine.“ This was a ques- 
tion on which they were unable to 
give first-hand Information.

PARIS, Tuesday, July 15.—The 
council of five met this afternoon.

The United 
States has constantly insisted that 
there has been no blockade against 
Russia except such as is incidental 
to the embargo on imports to Ger- 
many. Consequently, the American 


delegates were not ready to take any 
action in the matter until instruc- 
tions have been received from 
Washington. 

A note has been received from 
Bela Kun, the Foreign Minister of 
the H aoviet government, 
declaring that the Czechs and Ru- 
manians violated the terms of the 
armistice with Hungary and that, 
consequently Hungarian forces were 
ordered to cross the boundaries fixed 
by the armistice. The note claime 
that this order was issued in Self- 
defense. The boundaries fixed by 
the armistice are so uncertain that 
the supreme council has referred the 
matter toa military commission for 
decision. 


PARIS, July 16.—Premier Clem- 
enceau has proposed to the supreme 
inter-Allied council, according to 
newspapers today, that Foreign Min- 
ister Tittoni of Italy be designated to 
draft a report on the territorial dif- 
ferences between Greece and Bul- 
Faria.

Gen. Pershing was loudly cheered 
when he entered the dining-room. 
He thanked the club for tts hospital- 
ity to him and the American sol- 
diers, and paid high tribute to the 
British for their part in the war. 

“It must have been with a sense 
of great satigfaction,” said Gen. Per- 
shing, “that you Americans living 
in England learned of America’s en- 
try into the war, and with what in- 
terest you watched the coming of 
our expeditions; the first, the naval 
contingent under Vice- Admiral 
Sims, who quickly recognized that 
the difficulties demanded an in- 
crease of craft for destroying sub- 
marines and unity of command. I 
give him and the navy thanks for 
-their attitude toward the army, and 
feel safe in saying that never be- 
fore was there such a complete unity 
of action between those branche 
of the service. 

PROUD OF ARMY. 

“I won't undertake to tell you 
what the army did. But I want you 
to know that ite personnel was im- 
bued with patriotism and devotion 
to the cause of Liberty and filled 
with an aggressive determination to 
earry out the will of our people at 
home. When that first division en- 
tered the battle line and fought a 
brilliant battle at Cantigny. ite suec- 
ess set an example for the future 
of the campaign, and had an elee- 
trical effect on our Allied armies, 
which had been fighting for three 
years, and gave them new hope. 

“Then came our efforts in the 
freat counter-offensive at Chateau 
Thierry and Soissons, where with 
the Allies we took the initiative 
from the enemy and maintained it 
to the end of the war.

They just want 
things nice and tidy when the boys 
come home. 

Germany seems quite another 
world since the peace treaty was 
signed. Everybody seems hopeful 
and inclined to talk only about two 
things—return of the boys and the 
lifting of the blockade. I asked 
Otto about the Bolshevik gang that 
used to hang around him. Otto 
showed me a nice biz club behind 
the door, and said that he kept it 
for swatting Bolsheviks when they 
came around. 


BOLSHEVISM BEATS IT. 


I cannot pretend to say how long 
this thing will last, but right now 
Bolshevism in Germany is sneaking 
down the back alley and keeping its 
head shut. Everywhere you go in 
Germany the people seem to have 
taken a‘new hold on life. They 
have spruced up, and all the towns 
have a much different appearance. 
Now that things are growing more 
settled and secure, rich people who 
fled to neutral countries are going 
back, bringing their gold with them. 
The head of a big Norwegian com- 
mercial company assured me there 
Was plenty of money in Germany, 
but he said it had been kept in 
the old sock that was being timidly 
pulled out. He declared the Ger- 
mans could easily meet the require- 
ments of the peace terms, and when 
the biockade was lifted and raw ma- 
terials were allowed to come in, and 
everybody got back to work, and the 
boys got home from the internment 
j camps, strikes and revolutions would 
be heard of no more.

They 
also maintained that although the 
Americans were the first concerned, 
the interests of manufacturers and 
spinners were not inferior to those 
of merchants and plants. , 

These arguments have prevailed 
and Sir Herbert Dixon. chairman of 
the Fine Cotton Spinners’ Associa- 
tion, has consented to head the dele- 
gation. The Liverpool Cotton 
sociation has decided to send dele- 
gates and it is virtually assured that 
the Manchester Chamber of Com- 
merce will do likewise.

POLICE BUDGET SLASHED. 


Four new motorcycle officers for 
the ensuing fiscal year will be the 
full extent of the increase in the 
police force, according to tentative 
plans approved by the Council's 
Budget Committee, yesterday. Chief 
of Police Home had asked for 170 
neu officers, 

The Chief of Police and his as- 
sistants had a painful afternoon with 
the Budget Committee, and when 
the committee got through with the 
jarring process, the sum of $200,547 
had been trimmed off the police de- 
partment estimater. This, nowever, 
allows the department 162.302 more 
then it was given for the last fiecal 
year. 

The police department estimate for 


the last fiscal year was $1,181,878. 
It was allowed $1,122,654. 
quest for this year was $1,485,593, 
and the allowance is $1,185,046.

LONG HUNT FOR 
HEIRESS ENDS. 


Solves Strange Mystery. 


And Prevents Exhumation of 
Drowned Unknown’s Body. 


Officials Convinced Estate in 
East is Angeleno’s.

A nation-wide search of two 
years’ duration was ended at Santa 
Monica, it became known yesterday, 
when a woman who gave her name 
as Miss of 1614 Or- 
ange street, Los Angeles, appeared 
at the beach Police station and said 
she is the missing heiress of Batavia, 
N. V., whose disappearance caused 
the transcontinental inquiry. 


The woman's sudden and dramatic 
appearance wil! have the effective of 
preventing a contemplated exhuma- 
tion of a body in Woodlawn Ceme- 
tery, at first believed by the Santa 
Monica police to be that of Miss 
Douglas. The description furnished to 
the beach city officials by George 
H. Day of the firm of Day & Day, 
attorneys of Batavia, N. Y., was so 
similar to that of a woman whose 
body was washed ashore at Santa 
Monica nearly two years ago, that It 
had been planned to exhume the 
remains for positive identification. 

The correspondence with the 
woman's relatives was started last 
June. Several letters were ex- 
changed, and considerable publicity 
was given to the supposed disap- 
pearance. According to the beach 
police, Norris H. Douglass, a brother, 
planned to come to California to 
help clear up the situation. Miss 
Douglass, accompanied by Mrs. F. 
Campbell, aso of 1614 Orange 
street, appeared at the Santa Mon- 
ican Police Station several days 
ago, but the matter did not become 
public until yesterday. i 

At the Orange-street house, which 
is occupied by I. Kennedy, a Los 
Angeles investor, it was stated yes- 
terday that Miss Douglass could not 
be seen and that she had nothing to 
say. Very little is known about her 
by anyone ix the vicinity. A man 
who said he was Mr. Kennedy stated 
that Miss Douglass wus employed 
by his family and that he knew lit- 
tle about her affairs. When told of 
the anxiety to locate her. and of the 
reported inheritance awaiting def- 
inite disposition, Mr. Kennedy said 
Miss Douglass did not appear to be 
in a hurry to get it. ° 

Later in the day, Mrs. Campbell 
said over the telephone that Miss 
Douglass was not missing and did 
not care to be interviewed. She ad- 
mitted the woman is from Batavia, 
N. V., but said her attorneys know 
where she is and are managing her 
estate. 

The Santa Monica police say they 
are convinced the woman who talked 


to them is the Miss Rose Doug- 
lass mentioned in the voluminous 
correspondence. The woman who 


appeared at the station presented a 
certificate of confirmation signed by 
B. F. Miller, rector of the Episcopal 
Church of Batavia, and dated Au- 
gust 29, 1886, and a diploma of 
the Batavia Union High School, 
dated February 22, 1894.

President Wilson explained this 
feature to the Senate when he said the 
treaty was not one the American commis- 
sion would have written; but that, taken as 
a whole, it was a fairly satisfactory docu- 
ment. 

The time has not yet arrived when all 
the other peoples of the world are willing 
to accept President Wilson or this nation 
as a court of last resort in settling world 
questions. Some of the President's pur- 
blind admirers have been crying that his 
voice is the voice of right and justice, and 
that all peoples must do his bidding. But 
while the President is esteemed by all Al- 
Med peoples, they are not willing to grant 
to him infallibility. No one questions that 
the President sought to have the peace 
treaty negotiated in strict accordance with 
his famous fourteen points. But many of 
the European diplomats were not 80 
minded. When it came to a final test they 
recognized the fact that the war was over, 
that Germany was unable for the present 
to renew the fight, and they were not tre- 
mendously alarmed over the veiled threat 
that this country would withdraw from 
the Peace Conference. The three-power 
provision made any peace effective that 
three of the five powers represented should 
sign. 

President Wilson did his best. While he 
made diplomatic blunders, due in a large 
part to his hermit-like intellect, he used 
his influence and that of this country to 
establish, in so far as possible, the reign 
of liberty and justice throughout the world. 
The opposition Senators will probably find 
other occasions for “grave alarm” while the 
treaty is under discussion; for there were 
other compromises which President Wilson 
and his commissioners accepted in order 
that peace might be signed and a League of 
Nations formed. 

The Times is not in sympathy with the 
belligerent attitude with which a number of 
Senators are approaching the consideration 
of the peace treaty. They seem to forget in 
their rancor that edged tools must be 
handled with caution. Intemperate utter- 
ances at this time may undo much that has 
been done by this country, with a stagger 
ing sacrifice of blood and treasure, to re- 
store the peace of the world. Those Sena- 
tors are setting off their verbal fireworks 
in a powder house, Are they unaware that 
all peace tréaties were formerly consid- 
ered in executive session for the reason 
that the braying of wild asses might not 
disturb friendly nations?

to the tanks. Huh! When Harris emerged 
from the elevator he either saw an opening 
caused by somebody's carelessness or knew 
that somebody had been fixed, for he walked 
calmly to the visitors’ rooms, secured four 
keys, concerning which he had an accurate 
knowledge, unlocked the necessary doors— 
and was gone. 

Harris's confederates outside the 
promptly supplied him with other clothing 
and when caught in Long Beach, where he 
was fortunately recognized, he was garbed 
in a manner to evade attention except in 
the case of someone who had seen him 
often enough to be able to recognize him 
promptly. 

The danger of permitting such a man 
be at large was evinced by the resistance 
he made when a Long Beach policeman ar- 
rested him. In an automobile, driven by 
the officer, Harris drew a razor and attacked 
his captor. That the captor was not ser 
ously injured by the weapon or when the 
unguided automobile crashed into the curb 
was due both to the resolution of the officer 
and good fortune. 3 

All prisoners, at all times, should be 
safely kept to answer to the law; but in 
the case of Harris there were good reasons 
for taking exceptional precautions. His 
reputation for nerve and cunning had come 
here from the East. While he was being 
brought here from Denver he made a des- 
perate effort to get away. A few. weeks 
ago he almost succeeded in cutting through 
his cell door with tools that had been sup- 
plied him presumably from outside the jail. 
Then last Sunday morning, without tools, 
he coolly walked away from guards, un- 
locked doors and was gone. 

The theory that he was aided by some- 
one inside the jall was advanced as soon 
as the escape was discovered and an in- 
vestigation was ordered and is under way. 
If that theory is substantiated the guilty 
man or men should be prosecuted and pre- 
cautions that are really adequate taken to 
the end that no one untrustworthy or un- 
tried be employed in any position of trus 
in the jail. | 

If the case is even worse—that a pris- 
oner could thus escape without guilty col- 
lusion—it is time for a housecleaning at the 
jail. A system that will permit a much- 
wanted prisoner to get away so easily is too 
faulty to be retained.

WASHINGTON (D. c.) July 14.— 
Is the Woodrow Wilson who has 
just returned from the accomplish- 


ment of a task that is so stupen- 


dous as to stagger the imagination 
a worn, barassed and haggard man 
because of the labors through which 
be has passed? | 
This is a question that occurs in 
the mind of many individuals who 
are interested in the work of the 
American President, and the tu- 
ral supposition is that he shows the 
effects of his six months in . 


months that were filled with much 
labor and many contentions; which 
were fraught with possibilities so 


great that any man might have been 
excused for lying awake at night 


because of them. 

A close inspection of the Presi- 
dent upon those occasions when 
journalists in Washington meet him 
quite intimately entirely dispels this 
illusion of the nerve-wracked man, 
worn down by the travail through 
which he has passed. The Woodrow 
Wilson of today is a rugged, vigor- 
ous and healthy individual of glow- 
ing spirit and genial personality, a 
man on whose brow there is no fur- 
row of care. The Woodrow Wilson 
of today u obviously a happy and 
optimistic man, well satisfied with 
conditions as he finds them in the 
world. 

In fact, the appearance of the 
President is a marvel to those who 
have watched him closely during 
the six years of his incumbency in 
the White House. He had oe 
the highest official position in the 
United States but a few days when 
he asked those journalists who ha- 
bitually write of governmental mat- 
ters to meet him in the East Room 
ot the White House. At that time 
those men who had not formerly 
known him were very much interest- 
ed in taking a measure of the man 
end getting first-hand impressions 
ot the sort of individual he was. 
The impression received that day 
was that the President was a man 
not greatly inclined to be spare, but 
giving that general impression. His 
face was long and bony and carried 
with it a degree of the austere. In 
those days Woodrow Wilson was 
still a good deal of the college pro- 
fessor type. Likewise in his man- 
ner did he reflect the results of the 
life he had led; his geniality did 
not come easily and there was in 
contact with him an occasional as- 
sertion as though of autbority, a 
certain sharpness and autocratic 
manner of speech. This also was 
probably due to a lifetime spent in 
the classroom, where his authority 
was undisputed, and did not quite 
fit into the new conditions, 


This Woodrow Wilson has long 

ceased to exist. Physiognomists 
hold that the facial expression of 
a man going from one manner of 
life to another cannot materially 
change in less than five years. A 
laborer, for instance, becoming 4 
lawyer remains a laborer in facial 
expression for half a decade. Like- 
wise, the college professor becom- 
ing an executive, a man of action, 
does not immediately take on the 
appearance of the man of action, 
though he may actually be that in- 
dividual. 
Bo was it with Woodrow Wilson. 
Those who have known him inti- 
mately have seen the transformation 
take place. Two years ago that 
transformation was well on its way 
and was easily noted by those who 
continued to watch the President. 
But today, at the time of his return 
from six months abroad, six months 
of such experience as few men have 
ever had since time began, the trans- 
formation is complete, and Wood- 
row Wilson is as unlike the man he 
was as are you or as am I. 

In the first place, he is physical! 
different. His entire form has 
filled out and has lost its spareness 
and its angularity. He was always 
an upstanding man, nearly six feet 
in heignt and of quite admirable 
physique, Today he is rather a 
large man, not spare at all and well 
rounded. He is not quite so up- 
standing as he has lost his stiffness 
and let down a bit and acquired a 
lounging ease that he used never to 
have. He carries rather more flesh 
than is needed for correct physical 
proportion. That flesh looks a bit 
soft as though he had been missing 
his exercise. 

The change iu his facial expres- 
sion is even more marked. His face 
is still exceedingly long and one is 
likely to be impressed with that 
length when viewing the President 
directly from the front. His front 
face is still a bit bony and angular, 
but if one looks at him from the 
side he loses the impression of an- 
gularity altogether and sees a face 
that is quite softened by a padding 
of wholesome flesh. 

There is today a marked ruddy 
glow of health beneath the skin of 
the President. He Is. of course, 
more or less sunburned from his 
trip across the ocean, but beneath 
the sunburn is e complexion that is 
almost ruddy, where once it was in- 
clined to be sallow and colorless. 
One looks in vain for those lines of 
care that are to be found in the 
face of the man who is given to 
worry aod suffers from nerves. The 
President is blandness itself and 
the smile seems to find !ts place on 
his countenance where it is entirely 


at home. 


One gets the impression in watch- 
ing the President that here is a man 
whose faculties are all at their best 
and all very thoroughly alive. His 
face breaks readily from one expres- 
sion to another and his eyes are 
those of the alert man of action. 
They are also the eyes of a man 


who is very sure of himself and 


very confident with relation to the 
tasks he has in hand. His whole 
attitude is that of the man who 
meets every proposal analytically 
and accepts it or rejects it in ac 


G 


cegree of sparseness, but it has not- 
tended to grow much whiter. Around 
the fringes where it is most abund- 
ant it is still more brown than gray. 
Woodrow Wilson is still nearer @ 
brown-hatred man than a White 
haired man. The general filling out 
of his face has not only removed 
the appearance of harshness from 
him, but has also eradicated many 
ot the wrinkles which age had begun 
te place upon him. 

As one would classify the Wood- 
row Wilson of six yéars ago as the 
type of college professor, so would 
he today instinctively put him down 
as the man of action, the executive. 
The suggestion of austerity and 
scholasticism is entirely gone 
him. He is today the incisive buzz- 
saw superintendent of a huge plant, 
and he is the sort of superintendent 
you may be sure will get around 
over the plant and see what the 
straw bosses are doing. 


This entire transformation of the 
President so far as appearance is 
concerned is of course by no means 
as great as the change that has come 
over the man mentally. It is inter- 
esting to compare this man in the 
face of the work that he has done 
in the past six months with the 
somewhat purrow provincial who 
Was quite without an international 
view when he became President of 
the United States. Even in those 
days there were men in America 
who were intensely interested in 
The Hague conferences and in plans 
for establishing a world court to 
handle international disagreements. 
For three years after Wilson became 
President these men watched anx- 
iously for some expression from him 
which would indicate that he had 
any grasp at all of the stupendous 
opportunities that lay in interna- 
tional organization., But in those 
three years Woodrow Wilson made 
no utterance that indicated he had 
any knowledge of or any interest in 
any movement looking toward mak- 
ing it possible that nations should 
establish agencies to handle their 
disputes and settle them on the ba- 
sis of justice. as the disputes of in- 
dividuals have been settled for cen- 
turies. To these men the interna- 
tional education whith the Presi- 
dent has received in the last three 
of four years is a wonder at which 
to marval. To them his internation- 
al mind is the most radical of all 
the transformations that have taken 
place. 

So does the study of this man, a 
man who brought a well-trained and 
straight-thinking mind to the big- 
gest task and the most stupendous 
opportunity in the world, become 


a most fascinating study. Woodrow 


Wilson at 56, a man for whom 
there were probably ten thousand 
daplicates in the United States, got 
the greatest opportunity that ever 
came to a human being, and under 
the influence of that opportunity, 
despite his nearly three-score years. 
has expanded and bloomed forth as 
might a shrub on the desert when 
the waters pf irrigation reached its 
roots, But today he would require 
an introduction to those who knew 
him a short decade ago when, un- 
noted, he rode his bicycle over the 
byways of England and studied the 
conventional points of historic and 
literary interest, an elaboration of 
which in the classroom was his 
chief purpose in the world.

Out of the eleven groups of 
‘sports taken in, the Philip- 
pines took the palm in six, while 
China won three, with Japan com- 
jing in last, with two. 
The championships annexed by the 
Philippines were in track and field, 
basketball, swimming, which is not 
surprising, considering her position 
in the seas; tennis doubles, baseball, 
which was gained by default, and 
volley ball. China grabbed soccer 
football, the pentathlon, consisting 
of the shot put, 220-yard dash, dis- 
cus throw, broad jump and the mile 
run; the decathlon, consisting of 
ten similar events, also going to our 
Chinese friends. Tennis singles and 
the Marathon went to the Flowery 
Kingdom, as she entered fewer men 
than the other two contestants. 

As is sometimes the case, in big 
events of such a nature, an indi- 
vidual winner will arise and shine 
in the whole show, and put to shame 
many former records of long stand- 
ing. In the Far Eastern games such 
an one arose, and this time it was 
a Chinese, with the uphonious name 
of Chu En Te, who won not only 
the pentathlon, consisting of 
events, but the decathlon, which is 
made up of ten. Such an under- 

is unusual. In the pentathion 
he scored 359 points, nosing out his 
nearest competitor, Tu Tung Tang, 
by one lone point. But in the ten- 
event classic he romped into first 
place with 753 points against the 
second man’s 734, Taduran, of P. I. 
being the one who gave him such 
a hot tussle. 

When one considers the vast num- 
ber of events and then reads some 
of the time recorded and distances 
made it is little short of hard, to 
believe one's senses. Just as Fred 
Thomson, of the good old U.S.A. 
showed up so strongly in the Inter- 
Allied games, so did the Chinese 
hero shine in the midst of the 
Olympiad like the midnight sun of 
Alaska in the bright summer 
months. The 100-yard dash. was 
negotiated by Chu En Te in 11 a. 
The broad jump he did 
a record of 19 ft. 3 in. In 
the shot 1 he hurled the metal

PLANT FOOD TREES 
ON THE ROADS. 


There is substantial merit in the 
new law of Michigan for the plant- 
ing of nut-bearing trees along the 
public roads. The shortage of wal- 
nut, hickory and chestnut is indi- 
cated by abnormal prices, and the 
time when the supply will de ex- 
hausted is not far distant. The 
Michigan Legislature did not pass 
upon the entire subject of forestry, 
but it made a good beginning; and 
if the work of the State Agricultural 
College and the State Highway 
Commission is thoroughly done the 
Legislature probably will be called 
upon to establish large State reser- 
vations for the growing of valuable 
timber. 

In Michigan seeds and young 
trees are to be supplied and planted 
by the State as a part of the general 
pian of highway construction. An 
issue of $50,000,000 of State bonde 
is to be supplemented by Federal 
and local appropriations to the 
amount of $150,000,000. What pro- 
portion of this is required for tree 
planting has not as yet been deter- 
mined, but a few millions will go 
a long way toward bordering the 
roads with ornamental and useful 


trees. The plan is so practicable
